I have completed a review of the above referenced well files and previous inspection
reports. I have also conducted my own inspection on August 9, 2001. The following table
illustrates my findings in regards to status and location based offof GPS coordinates obtained from
my August 9, 2001 inspection.

I base my findings on the following:

1. Inspection
a. There were 3 wells in the area in question, 1 plugged well with PA marker

identifying it as the Buckhorn Nuggett 14-2, 1 open well with a well sign
identifying it as the Shumway 14-22B well and 1 open unmarked well.

b. The "Shumway 14-22B" well was 67' East of the 14-2 PA marker and the
unmarked well was 160' south of the 14-2 PA marker.

2. Well file documentation
a. APD documents showed the 14-22 well 200' south of the 14-2 and the 14-22B

60' East of the 14-2 (Both of these distances are from the supposed location of
the 14-2 from the WCR).

b. The only officiallicensed survey of any location appeared to be for the original
14-2 location. This was later granted an exception. This exception and the two
future well locations appeared to be manually placed on the original well plat.

c. The 14-22B well was given to Wilene Shumway under a court decree. This is
disputed; because Ms. Shumway did not have a lease and did not have the right
to produce well, thereforethe wellbore was not an asset to be assigned to her.

Conclusions:

The Buckhorn Nuggett 14-2 well is the well with the PA marker inscribed as such, the
Buckhorn Nuggett 14-22B well is the well approximately 67' East of the PA marker and the
Buckhorn Nuggett 14-22 well is the well approximately 160' south of the PA marker. The 14-22
well was permitted as replacement well to be drilled 200' south of the 14-2. This roughly matches
the actual 160' difference given the fact that footages appeared to not have been professionally
surveyed. The 14-22B well was a rig skid 60' east of the 14-2. This correlates with the 67'
difference measured at the site. The Shumway 14-22B well sign further identifies thiswell as the
Buckhorn Nugget 14-22B well given the disputed court decree. This configuration matches the
layout on the well plats and supports the findings from the inspection visit.

Recommendations:

I recommend that the wells be recognized as described in the conclusions above and that
the GPS measured footages from the tableabove are noted. Ifurther recommend that the 14-22B
well be changed from PA to TA status. There doesn't appear to be any evidence of plugs of any
type in thiswell. The Buckhorn Nuggett 14-2 appears to be PA and the 14-22 appears to be TA as
shown in the database.
